We are very careful in 
selecting propagating stock we never save a bulb or bulblets from an 
inferior plant these are discarded as soon as detected during the growing 
season. Our bulbs are all grown from bulblets or small planting stock 
and planted on clean soil that has not had Gladiolus planted on it for 
atlest 5 years we use fertilizers very sparingly and water only when | 
needed . The results is a very good crop of high quality bulbs that 
should give you very outstanding results. Our bulbs are planted,dug,washed 
and cleaned by hand and treated with eat & D.D.1. we do not use gases 


or heated air on our bulbs. 

OUR GUARANTEE we guarantee nee ere or money back I do mean just that 
if you are not satisfied return the bulbs and I will cheerfully refund 
your money.We guarantee our bulbs true to name and free of injurious 
insects and any visible disese. while we have not had any complaints

Because of vari- 
ations in climate, the number of days required for a paticular variety 
to bloom may vary by several days. However, the listed blooming dates 
will give a fair idea of what to expect of a variety.
